County, Kentucky, oo February 

1 2th, 180!). If In' wcic living DOW, 

be would be ninety-three years old. 
His father was named Thomas 
Lincoln, lie was born io Virginia. 
His mother'* Dame was Nancy 
Hanks. Very little >« known 

about her, except that she was also 

a Virginian, and that she died 

when Lincoln whh nine years old.

Lincoln thought that this repeal 

was very unfair. He made many 
speeches against it In 1858, lie 

had a. joint debate with Douglas, and 

each spOke On his own side of the 

question. This great debate at- 
tracted the attention of the whole 

country, and Lincoln won a 
national reputation by his speeches. 

On May icih, I860, the Repub- 
lican Convention met in Chicago. 
It adopted as its principal plank, 
"No Extension of Slavery," and 
nominated Lincoln for President, 
He was elected and Inaugurated at 
Washington, March llh, ism . 

Before 'his Smith Carolina, 
Gearglrt, Alabama, Florida, Missis 
sippi, Louisiana and Texas had 
seceded, and set. up what I hey 
called " The Confederate Stales of 
America " Tiny elected Jefferson 
ll.ivis as President, and seized 
almost all Hie forts and arsenals in 
the South. 

The people of the North woie di- 
vided in their opinion of whai 
OUgllt tO be done. Pari of them 
thought they ought to let Ihe seced- 
ing Stales 'jo ; part of them I bought 
Ihcp oughl to make Ihcin come 
back Into the Union by force. 
President Lincoln, in his inaugural 
address, declared the Union per- 
pclual, and the acts of secession 

void, lie announced the firm de- 
termination of the government to 

defend its authority, and to hold 
forts and places yet in its posses- 
sion. 

On Ihe oilier hand, ho said, it did 

not Intend to invade or oppress the 

seceding Slates. " You can have 

no conflict," he said, " without be- 
ing yourselves the aggressors." 

foil Sumpict in Charleston 
Harbor had been beseiged by lbs 

secessionists. lis garrison was now 
on the point of starvation. Lincoln 
sent the beseigers word, on April 
8lh, thai a Heel was on Its way to 
carry provisions Io the fort. The 
Confederates Immediately ordered 
that il be taken, and a fierce 

bombardment began Afier Miirty- 

foiir hours the fori surrendered. 
The North was at once in a blaze 

of Indignation, There was no 

longer any division of opinion, or 
sny talk of letting the seceding 
Slates go. On April I5tb, Lincoln 
called for 76,000 men, and on May 
llh, for more. He began a block- 
ade of Ihe Southern coast, and 

strengthened the navy. He called 

a special session of Congress. lie 
asked for legislation to make Ihe 
war "short, sharp and decisive."

As the first term for which ho was 
elected drew to an end, the De 
moeials determined lo make a great 

attempt to regain what they had 

They nomi- 
nated General SfcClellan for Presi- 
dent, on s platform which declared 

the war a failure, and demanded 
thai il to be stopped. Lincoln was 

elected by an overwhelming major- 
ity, receiving 219 electoral votes, 
while McClclian only got 91. His 
second term began on March 4th, 
isi;,v 

While ihis political nampaigu was 
going on, the armies of (lie Union 
had not been idle. Sherman had 
made his famous march to the sea 
at Savannah, and thence northward 
into the heart of Norlh Carolina. 

Grant had been pounding away 
St Petersburg and Richmond. 
Lee's lines were broken by Grant, 
and he evacuated Richmond on 

April \! I, 1865 Oranl followed 
|lm swiftly, and forci d him to sur- 
render his whole army on April 9th. 
Stierinan compelled .Johnson to sur- 
render On April 26th, and thus the 
war ended. 

At the time when Richmond was 
taken, the President was with the 
army on a visit, lie entered Rich 
mond lie day afte il fell, and re- 
turned at once io Washington, 

lie made an address theie on the 

evening of April 11th, In which he 

spoke of what was lo be done to 
establish loyal governments lo the 
conquered States, 

On the evening of April 14th, he 

attended Ford's theatre in Wash- 
ington. Ue sat in a box with his 
family. John YYilkes Booth, an 

SCtor, had formed a plan lo kill 
him. He went into ihe hall lead 

log to the box, and fastened the 

door behind him. Then he crept 
stealthily Into the box, and lired a 
pistol at the IVesi lent. The ball 
entered his brain. Col Rath bone, 
who was in eaent, attempted to 
Booth He drew a huge knife and 
gave li i hi an ngly wound. Then he 
jumped from the box Into thestage. 

His f«pur Caught in a flag, which 
was draped in front of the box, and 
he fell so as to break his lee, hut ill 
Spite of this he rushed lo Ihe back 
of the Staged, mounted a swift 

hoise thai was waiting there, and 

escaped Rut he was followed, 
and twelve days later was shot in 
a, barn where he had hidden The 
1'rcsidonl lingered until 7 o'clock 
in the mm lling, when he died. 

Thus ended Ihe life of one. whose 

name, 'linked with that of Wash- 
ington, will be none in be red and 
loved as loiiL r as men Ion freedom 
and admire virtue. 

In Stature President Lincoln WBS 
remarkably tall and spare. He 
was six feel and four inches high, 
and in his youth had been noted 
for his strength, His features were 
regular, but strongly cut; his fore- 
head strong and high; his hair 
black and bushy; and his eyes 

gray. He was as tender-hearted as 

a woman He once said ; " I have 
never willingly planted a thorn in 
any man's bosom." lie bad 
wonderful patience, and a cheer 
ful and sunny temper. He was 

social, sympathetic, and loving, 

and loved pleasant conversation, 
wit and laughter. In manner he 
was simple and direct, and entirely 

free from awkwardness or oddity. 
lie possessed a rare ability lo lay 

aside nil feeling or passion in 

ling and deciding any (pies 
tion. He had a greal fund of 
slories, and told them very well, so 
he used them freely in conversa- 
tion or argument. 

Re loved manliness, justice and 
truth. He hned trickery and 

selfishness. He was always ready 
lo praise Others, and to take blame 
on himself. Ihe Declaration of In- 
dependence was his Inspiration 
through life. Vieldiiu; in things 
not essential, he was \ery lit in in 
principle. Benevolence and foi - 

giveness were the foundation of his 

ch.n iciei i forth in his well 

known words; "Willi malice to- 
ward none, with charity for all " 
He was deeply rail ind made 

the Golden Rule his creed, He was 
a shining example of personal 
SOB* Sty and purity, fulfilling 
duty. Reproved himself the man 

for ihe hour, and the signal bene- 
factor Of posterity . As a slates 
man. a ruler, a liberator, a martyr, 
humanity will hold his name in 
perpetual honor.

then informed us that all the other 

schools in New York State, deaf

Governor Odell'a order, but low of 
them had the honor of having a re- 

ptescntaiive of t lie Depart ment of 
Public Instruction to address them. 
.Mr. Charles T. Andrews then 
cain" upon the platform amid 

tremendous .applause. In sis ad- 
dress be said that as one birthday 
had not been spoken of at the begin- 
ning of the meet i ne, he would choose 
it for his subject. Il was the 
Fourth of July, the birthday of Ihe 

Declaration of Independence. It 

gave us our country, America, and 
Vincrioa, we would have 
Presidents and their birth- 
oeh'brate. President Mr 
was a good man and of 
noble charaCtei, He always held 
his temper and was a man of quick 
action. While we cannot expect 
to become so far famed as Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, we can act so perfect ly if 
we do .as ho did— try. Play when it. 
is time for play, and work when 
you must work. 

Al the beginning of bis address, 

he asked us how wo celebrate the
